So much of the standard work by Senator Daniel as would be appro- 
priate to a student's book has been used, but the subject matter has 
been re-arranged and transposed, and new matter added. Everything 
has been done that seemed to the authors necessary to make the sub- 
ject both intelligible and attractive. 

Especial care has been taken to regulate and apportion the space de- 
voted to the many subjects as their relative importance, from the stand- 
point of the student, requires.
